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REMARKS

registration number 26856, on 5 June 2007. Primary Examiner Christian Laforgia 
was also present at the interview. In the interview, a proposed amendment to 
claim 105 was discussed. It was agreed that the proposed amendment of claim 
105 appears to overcome the outstanding rejection of claim 105 under 35 USC 
102(e) in view of Maillard. The Examiner indicated that an updated search will be 
required upon entry of the amendment.
